I Tlie 1 per cent solution of carbolic 
i add is useful in all cases of injury, 
j because of its cleansing qualities. If 
j a cut is to be treated, the wound 
should first be tboi'OtighJy cleansed in 
! clear ivater, rinsed carefully in the car- . 
bollc solution and then painted with j 
collodion, The collodion stops the; 
bleeding and serves as a varnish to ' 
prevent dirt from entering, 

A mixture of limewater and sWeet 
oil, the proportlous of which arc nii- 
derstood by all druggists, Is the best 
of remedies for a burn, if applied at 
once, It will “take out the fire” and in ■ 
most cases will prevent bllsteriiig. Bi -1 
carbonate of soda, too, If sprinkled on I 
a burn as soon as it is received, will j 
prevent pain and blister. Some peo- j 
t pie claim that butter Is to be preferred ' 
to all other remedies for this purpose, ' 
and others cover the place with flour 
to exclude the air. j

Greeuwopd Bacon,' aged 83 years, 

Fleariy half a century ago the 
Subject of this brief sketch was en« 
gaged in shoemaking in a shop lo¬ 
cated on Church St., near the pres¬ 
ent Stearns residence, While liv^ 
ing here, two children, a son and a 
daughter, came to brighten his 
home. Then domestic diiferences 
led to the severing of family ties, 
and while the children were 
scarcely more than babes, hlr. Ba¬ 
con was obliged to separate them, 
placing them in homes where he 
assisted in their support and edu¬ 
cation. 

After his home in the village was 
broken up, he moved to the little 
wayside cottage, near Locke Mills, 
which still bears his name. Here 
he lived alone, save the company 
aflx^rded by the great pine'that 
stood sentinel-like by the roadside, 
and pegged and patched, occasion- 
ally making a pair of new shoes, 
for more than a quarter of a centu¬ 
ry. He loved the^ giant pine that 
guarded his humble home, and de¬ 
clared it spoke to him with an 
almost human voice, words of sym¬ 
pathy, encouragement, and prom¬ 
ise.

The New Grand Trunk Station. 

The new Grand Trunk station in 
Portland is to be finished in 
Romanesque and granite and fire 
flashed., Mottled pressed brick 
will be used in the exterior which 
should give a very handsome effect. 

The main waiting room will be 
36 by 72 feet and 30 feet high where 
the groined arfches intersect to 
form the ceiling. 

Above the lobby will be a row of 
clerestory windows glazed with 
leaded glass. The walls of the 
j waiting room to the height of 12 
feet will be of white marble. The 
floors are to be laid in mosaic tile. 

The ticket ofiice will be in the 
back of the room opposite the main 
entrance. It will be 12 feet in 
height and constructed of marble 
and bronze. There will be seven 
tracks into the depot.

The crudest way, of 
course, is to make a cut in the side 
with a spade aud throw the dirt into 
the ditch to make a dam. Some sim¬ 
ple homemade devices will obviate the 
manifest disadvantage of this method. 

The cloth dam is very widely used. 
It consists of a rectangular piece of

OIiOTH DAM.—METAL DAM OE TAPPOON. 

^ stout, closely woven cloth or canvas, 
“ one side of which is rolled around and 
nailed to a crosspiece of wood of length 
^ and sti’ength according to the size of 
. the ditch and the amount of w'ater to 
3 be dammed. Sometimes it'is made with 
I a hem across one side deep enough to 
allow the crosspiece to be thrust 
' through the hem. In using the dam 
s place the stick across the top of the 
1 dry ditch where it is desired to throw 
the water out, draw the lower edge of 
the cloth up the bottom of the ditch 
and place a little dirt on the corners. 
The canvas must always be large 
enough to have several inches lap 
against the sides of the ditch; other¬ 
wise it will not retain all the water. 
Should the ditch have a steep grade it 
will be necessary to let the canvas fill 
up gradually, as a sudden rush of wa¬ 
ter would force the cloth from its posi¬ 
tion. When the dam is in position, it 
will be necessary to cut the hank of 
the ditch at the places where the water 
is wanted. Two cloth dams will be 
needed in order to place one in position 
while the other throws the water out 
above, it being difficult to lay the can¬ 
vas under a full head of water. The 
water will press the cauvas against the 
sides and bottom of the ditch, so that 
none can escape. To remove the cloth 
take hold of one end of the scantling 
and pull slowly upstream. 

A metal dam or “tappoon” is on some 
accounts preferable to the cloth, and it, 
too, is readily made. Heavy sheet iron 
Is cut Into semicircular shape, and the 
straight edge is securely fastened be¬ 
tween two narrow strips of wood by 
carriage bolts which pass through the 
strips and through holes punched in 
the iron sheet, or it may be more 
I cheaply made by securely nailing the 
iron to one side of a single thicker strip 
of wood, like a piece of scantling. 
These metal dams are made of differ- 1 
ent sizes according to the ditch in 
which they are to be used, their diam- I 
eter being a little more than the width , 
of the ditch, as the edges must be 
pushed down a little way into the I 
earth of tbe ditch banks and bottom. , 
They are placed in the ditch at or near ’ 
the point where It is desired to turn out ( 
the water. These metal dams are also 
used in the openings in the banks of ( 
ditches either to close them ^vhe^ < 
checks arc full or to partly close them ' 
and still permit part of the Stream to I 
enter the check to balance the soaking . 
away. They are made with sliding ' 
gates to bo used when part of the { 
stream is to be allowed to pass through 
for any purpose. t 

Wooden dams are of much use in I 
quiie small ditches and tis gates for 
handling small overflows into cheeks. 1
